It is the belief of the world, con­ 
firmed by the confessions of bot own 
leaders, that Germany precipitated the 
present war In order to p«?:it>hsh an 
empire sufficiently extensive and equip­ 
ped to employ all the talents ot ber 
people and to make the rest of ?he 
world merely tributary to her wealth 
and greatness, 
In the course of th** 
last four years they have been forced 
to believe that their ordinal rn* thud of 
attaining It would possibly have to be 
modified, but the idea of economic 
domination, based uj»>n the primitive 
and absolutely false theory of - f- 
suffldency, I* still the very Heart and 
core of their thought and aspirations. 
Almost from the day the war began 
the supporters of this theory, and 
these include the {political and bus! 
ness hierarchies, have centered their 
attention upon the problem of so pre­ 
paring the political, economic and so­ 
cial structure of Germany as to make 
the attainment of their Ideal possible 
no matter what the result of tnls war.
